BIG BLOSSOM OF SOLID WOOD 


Grows on Ed g es of a Central Ameri­ 


can Volcano and Gets Name 


From Ind ians. 


Los 
Angeles, 
Cal., 
April 
28 .— 
Through the gift o f a friend who 
v isited the remote region where it 
grows, Herman Silv er, of 
Los 
An­ 
geles, has eome into the possession 
of a specimen of the strangest and 
rarest flower known to scientists. 
It is the “ Rose of Hell,” a gigantic 
blossom of solid wood which grows 
only on 
the 
edges 
of 
a 
Central 
American v olcano and gets its name 
from the Indians, who believ e the 
crater is the entrance of Hades and 
the blossom a nativ e of the regions 
inside. 
Mr. Silv er’s specimen 
is 
one 
of 
few that hav e ev er been brought to 
this country , ai^d perhaps the finest. 
At first appearance it seems to be a 
tough gnarled knot of a tree which 
has been splintered, but closer ex ­ 
amination discloses the fact that it 
has petals of wood and bark and the 
rough outlines of a flower. 
The pe­ 
tals, in form, are arranged much like 
the petals of 
a 
half-blown 
rose. 
Their inside surfaces 
are 
cov ered 
with fine lines, which hav e the deli­ 
cacy of a fine hand carv ing. 
Thq 
stem, which is about a foot long, is 
of some unusual wood, which is light 
and 
strong. 
It 
is 
cov ered 
with 
heav y bark, which seems to hav e 
been checked by heat. 
Both flower 
and stem are dark brown— the color 
of weather-beaten boughs and dry as 
tinder. 
The flower grow’s on a tree 
of great size 
and 
strength. 
The 
blossoms 
measures 
about 
twelv e 
inches across. 
The trees grow in the crev asses 011 
the sides of Mount Agua, a high 
peak among the rugged mountains of 
Central America and near the v ol- 
cana of Fuego. The Guatemalan In­ 
dians hav e known of it for a long 
time and hav e associated it with the 
fiery v engeance of the Subterranean 
regions.

foot of an elephant ex tends up some 
distance from the ground. 
Like the 
“ trotter” of the hog the foot of the 
elephant is full of glutten, and the 
fleSh, if properly baked, is v ery ten­ 
der, tasting something between pork 
and chicken. 
From a freshly killed 
elephant the foot 
is cut off at the 
ankle, and 
baked in a hole in 
the 
ground which has prev iously been 
heated with hot stones. 
The hole 
must be red 
hot and a few 
heav y 
stones left in the bottom. 
The foot 
hav ing been put into the hole, which 
is made just big enough to receiv e it 
— some nativ es line the 
hole with 
green leav es— sand is shov eled ov er 
it and left to cook.

The neighbors’ flower beds 
su ffer accordingly , for they are mel­ 
low and produ ctiv e of nice fat ju icy 
worms. 
Labor and ex pense pu t on su ch or­ 
namentations are not considered and 
again and again flower and v ege­ 
table beds are ru ined, y es, hav e been 
ru ined within a few hou rs right here 
in Ru shv ille by chick ens which the 
owners don’t or won’t k eep u p. 
If there is no city ordinance that 
reaches this prev alent 
condition, 
there ou ght to be a stringent one and 
it shou ld be enforced. 
Then there is the flower thief, nex t 
to the dog poisoner in 
measu res. 
When the neighbor’s chick ens don’t 
scratch u p, he pu lls and where is 


the satisfaction of the owner of the 
flowers ? 
A concerted effort shou ld 
be made by the peopie to mak e a sad 
ex ample of a few of these offenders..

THE BOYS ARE CONVINCING THE OLD FOLKS 


State Ex ecu tiv es Will Tak e Up Qu es­ 
tion of Uniform Laws—Their Rec­ 
ommendations Ex pected to Influ ence 
Pu blic Opinion and Lawmak ers. 


The important movement In Ameri­ 
can polities for the organization of a 
“ house of governors.” begun over two 
y ears ago at the close of the Roose­ 
velt conference of governors in the 
White House, recently made a great 
step in advance and put itself in a 
position for 
immediate action by the 
organization 
of an ex ecutive commit­ 
tee of five members. This committee 
consists 
of Governors Augustus 
E. 
Willson of Kentucky . Claude A. Swan- 
sou of V irginia, Charles E. Hughes of 
New York. Edmond F. Noel of Missis­ 
sippi and .lames N. Gillett of Califor­ 
nia. 
The first meeting will probably 
take place In the early summer, and 
the committee will arrange in advance 
the subjects to be discussed and on 
which uniform state legislation seems 
desirable. 
The movement began in March, 1907. 
by the publication by William George 
J ordan, formerly editor of the Satur­ 
day ETeniug Post, of a pamphlet en­ 
titled “ The House of Governors." The 
scope of the plan was suggested in the 
subtitle, “ A new idea in American 
politics aiming to promote uniform 
legislation on vital questions, to con­ 
serve states’ rights, to lessen central­ 
ization, to secure a fuller, freer voice 
of the peopie and to make a stronger 
nation." 
Mr. J ordan at once entered 
into correspondeqce with the govern­ 
ors and found an instant response. 
Over thirty of them ex pressed their 
cordial appreciation of his plan and 
their desire to co-operate with him. 
There was no dissenting voice among 
the governors, though a number did 
not respond. 
The plan, which is re­ 
markably simple, can best be given in 
/Mr. J ordan’s own words: 
It is proposed that the gov ernors of the 
forty -six states meet annu ally for a ses­ 
sion of two or three week s to discu ss, 
consu lt and confer on v ital q u estions af­ 
fecting the welfare of the states, the u ni­ 
fy ing of state laws and the closer u nity 
of the states as a nation. The hou se of 
gov ernors wou ld hav e no lawm ak ing pow­ 
er, nor shou ld it ev er aspire to su ch pow­ 
er. 
Its force wou ld be in initiativ e, in 
inspiration and in influ ence. The gov ern­ 
ors wou ld seek to u nite on a general basis 
of action on great q u estions to be su bm it- 
I ted to the legislatu res of the respectiv e 
states in the gov ernors’ 
messages. 
It 
wou ld seem that an au gu st, dignified 
body of forty -six gov ernors, representing 
their states, with the lawm ak ing power 
of 
forty -six 
legislatu res 
behind 
them, 
shou ld in time become an inherent part in 
the American idea of self gov ernment 
and a powerfu l factor for good in the 
nation. 
The method of procedure of this 
body ou a great question like a uni 
form divorce law would be somewhat 
as follows: 
It is proposed that in the hou se of gov ­ 
ernors no m ajority v ote shou ld be binding 
on the minority , so no pressu re wou ld be 
brou ght to force legislation on u nwilling 
states. 
If twenty -fiv e of the gov ernors in 
a session of the hou se were to agree on a 
general plan of div orce the gov ernors thu s 
concu rring wou ld su ggest to their respec­ 
tiv e legislatu res the passage of a bill in 
accordance with the general recom m enda­ 
tion. The proceedings of the hou se being 
open, there wou ld be a wide discu ssion of 
the plan by press and pu blic. 
The legis­ 
latu res, of cou rse, wou ld hav e absolu te 
freedom to pass it or not, bu t the recom­ 
mendation wou ld hav e a greater dy namic 
effect and a stronger moral influ ence 
wrhen each legislatu re k nows that tw enty - 
fou r other legislatu res are considering the 
same proposed bill. 
"Were eighteen states to pass It,” 
say s Mr. J ordan, “ at the nex t session 
of the bouse, with the prestige of this 
unity , ten new converts might tie made 
among the governors nonconcurring in 
the first session, and so in the course 
of a few sessions we might have uni­ 
form state legislation on this vital 
problem without federal action. 
A 
law thus finally passed by all of the 
states would more truly represent the 
sentiment of the American people than 
any law passed by the federal govern­ 
ment, even If constitutional amend­ 
ment or new revised interpretation of 
the constitution empowered the pass­ 
ing of the law." 
The constitution, Mr. J ordan de­ 
clared, needs little amendment. 
It is 
no more outlived than the Ten Com­ 
mandments. 
It simply has not been 
lived up to. 
It made the government 
one of strictly limited and enumerated 
powers aud left all other rights and 
questions to the states and to the peo­ 
ple. 
The only thing that has been 
needed is a means or way provided 
for the states to get together as states 
and thus solve the problems that have 
alway s belonged to them. 
“ This," 
say s Mr. J ordan, “ the house of gov­ 
ernors provides' and by so doing would 
eliminate about 90 per cent of the need 
of amendment and show a simple 
method of obtaining the needed 10 per 
cent or less. 
All amendments in our 
history have begun in congress and 
have had then to be ratified by three- 
fourths of the legislatures. 
But two- 
thirds of the legislatures can demand 
of congress to call a convention for 
constitutional amendment whether con­ 
gress approves or not 
The house of 
governors seems to form an ideal be­ 
ginning for this demand from the 
states, for in the house they meet on 
perfect equality through their repre­ 
sentatives the governors, who should 
find it easy to move their legislatures 
to co-operative action.” 
Among the subjects npon which Mr. 
J ordan felt that uniform action is de­ 
sirable are: Marriage and divorce laws, 
ex tradition laws, rights of married wo­ 
men, corporations and trusts, pure 
food (supplementing government legis­ 
lation), insurance, prison reform, child 
labor, election reforms and like topics.

Prosecuting Attorney Asks “Guv” to 


Tell Him Where he Got His 


Information. 


South Bend, Ind., April 28.—Cy rus E. 
Pattee, prosecutor of St. J oseph coun­ 
ty , issued subpenaes for Governor Mar­ 
shall, Mark Thistlethwaite, secretary 
to the governor, and Percy A. Parry , 
editor of the Hammond Times, re­ 
questing that they appear before the 
grand jury of the St. J oseph circuit 
court nex t Tuesday and tell what they 
know of alleged prize fighting in this 
county . 
The prosecutor decided on the action 
as the result of a letter which he re­ 
ceived from Mr. Thistlethwaite, which 
read as follows: 
“ Repeated complaints have reached 
Governor Marshall, in an indirect way , 
of prize fighting in y our county . There­ 
fore, the governor directs me to in­ 
struct y ou to make an investigation, 
with a view to ascertaining the truth 
of these complaints, with the addition­ 
al instruction to enforce the law if it 
is being violated and to prosecute the 
violaters. 
The attached clipping is 
enclosed, inasmuch as the writer may 
have some information for y ou.” 
The 
prosecutor 
mailed 
the 
sub­ 
penaes to the sheriffs of Marion and 
Lake counties. 
The action is one 
which the prosecutor intimated he 
might take even before the instruc­ 
tions from Indianapolis were received. 
Mr. Pattee say s he knows of no fight­ 
ing in the county , and that it is only 
fair that those who do know should 
tell the grand jury what they know. 
When asked about his action in re­ 
gard to the governor, Mr. Patte said: 
"I believe I have the power to ask the 
governor to appear before the S t 
J oseph grand jury . 
If he knows of 
prize fighting In this county I want 
him to tell all about it. I understand 
he receives his information from news­ 
paper talk, but there may be some 
mistake. The grand jury has the right 
to actually know who told him. I be­ 
lieve the governor would come. I ad­ 
mire him and believe he is fair.”

Winner of $10,000 Marathon Race. 
Henri St. Yves of France, the winner 
of the recent $10,000 Marathon race In 
New York, is not y et twenty -one y ears 
of age, but today he is regarded as the 
greatest long distance runner in the 
world. 
He never has. been beaten, 
winning a Marathon at Edinburgh, 
Scotland, last December in 2 hours 44 
minutes 40 seconds from a good field 
and is said to have covered the dis­ 
tance from Windsor castle to the sta­ 
dium at Shepherd’s Bush in the re­ 
markable time of 2 hours 31 minutes 
23 seconds. This time is said to have 
been made in a private triaL It ex cels 
Hay es’ figures in the London Mara­ 
thon last summer by nearly twenty 
minutes. 
St. Yves was a waiter in a London 
restaurant a y ear ago without a dol­ 
lar. Falling a victim to the Marathon 
fever, he took up running and quickly 
demonstrated that he possessed ster­ 
ling qualities. A1 Copland, Princeton’s 
athletic trainer, heard of St. Yves a 
few weeks ago and brought him to 
the United States, but as nobody had 
seen him in action and as Copland pre­ 
pared him for the race in compara­ 
tive secret at Princeton he did not re­ 
ceive serious consideration by the gen­ 
eral sporting public in calculating the 
respective merits of the six starters. 
In appearance St. Yves is not a run­ 
ner. He is short In stature, built like 
a wrestler, writh powerful legs, broad 
shoulders, deep chest and muscular 
arms. His hair is light, and his small 
mustache does not hide an ex cellent 
set of teeth. 
St. YTves ran the Marathon in faster 
time than that recorded in any of the 
recent indoor races in Madison Square 
Garden.

Muncie, Ind., April 28 .—By a ma­ 
jority of 2,952, Delaware county , in­ 
cluding the city of Muncie, v oted 
“ dry ” Tuesday , recording the greatest 
v ictory won by the temperance hosts 
under the Indiana local option'law. 
The result was not surprising to 
anti-saloon league leaders who were 
confident they would win by at least 
2,000. 
Howev er, in their estimates 
they claimed the county by about 
1,500. 
The defeat is regarded as a disaster 
for the liquor interests,' as Muncie is 
a union labor and factory stronghold 
with a brewery and eighty saloons. 
The “ wets” hav e been working at 
Muncie for three or four months, pre­ 
paring for the conflict. 
The rest of 
the county was “ dry ” and it was rea­ 
lized that the “ wet” element must roll 
up a majority of 2,000 in Muncie to 
hold the county . 
Both sides were 
well organized and well supplied with 
money . A v ery large v ote was cast as 
a house-to-house canv ass had been 
made. 
The surprise of the day was the v ote 
at Muncie which gav e a “ dry ” majority 
of 209. 
All the saloons were located 
in one township which went “ dry ” by 
ov er 300. 
The “ wets” carried the 
tenderloin district of Muncie by less 
than, a hundred and lost ev en in 
factory districts where they were sup­ 
posed to be safe. 
They lost also a 
large negro district at Whitley . 
The 
business 
district 
at 
Muncie 
went 
wet” by a narrow margin while the 
residence wards were almost a stand­ 
off. 
The country precincts and the 
small towns were almost unanimous in 
fav or of ousting the saloons. 
Both sides fought hard but the elec­ 
tion was free from trouble. When the 
result was made known the “ dry " ele­ 
ment gav e v ent to great enthusiasm. 


NEW LIFE INSURANCE PLAN. 


Co mmen ts o n Sch eme to Pro lo n g Lift 
o f Po licy Ho ld ers. 
A new method of increasing the in 
comes of life insurance companies was 
adv ocated by Dr. Burnside Foster, 
editor of the St Paul Medical Journal 
of St. Paul, Minn., at a meeting of the 
Association of Life Insurance Presi­ 
dents in the assembly hall of the 
Metropolitan Life company in New 
York city the other day . 
Dr. Foster 
is a life insurance ex aminer In Minne­ 
sota. 
His plan in brief is that the com­ 
panies should establish a regular med­ 
ical ex amination of all their policy 
holders ev ery fiv e y ears, with a v iew 
to ascertaining whether or not they 
had acquired any of the prev entable 
diseases since the time of their last 
prev ious ex amination. 
The benefit of the policy holders, he 
said, would come by the discov ery of 
such disease, which they could take 
measures to either cure or by a change 
of method of liv ing prolong their liv es. 
The companies, the doctor ex plained, 
would not only be conferring an in­ 
calculable benefit upon their policy 
holders, but by the ex tension of the 
life of their risks they would be In­ 
creasing the premiums from those 
risks who would otherwise hav e died 
and not only ceased to be assets, but 
would hav e become a liability had the 
disease driv en them to their death. 
Comments by the insurance officials 
present were all based on the nonprac- 
ticabUlty of the scheme, mainly be­ 
cause of its ex pense. Dr. Thomas H. 
Willard, medical ex aminer of the Met­ 
ropolitan life, declared that in his 
company there were upward of 5,000,- 
000 polIcier now In force for ov er fiv e 
y ears In the industrial department 
alone. 
To re-ex amine these risks, he 
said, would cost not less than $2,500,- 
000. 
The ordinary policy holder, he said, 
would be “ scared to death” at any at­ 
tempt to re-ex amine him, and the man 
who consented to such a re-ex amlna- 
tion and receiv ed a clean bill of health 
would be inclined to let his policy 
lap'ie If it became the least bit irk­ 
some. 
Dr. F. C. Wells, medical ex aminer 
of the Equitable Life, and Dr. Oscar 
H. Rogers of the New York Life also 
dissented. 
“ The scheme Is only a suggestion at 
best,” said Dr. Foster In reply , “ but 
the Idea of prev entiv e medical work 
will grow and is grow ing daily , though 
proper prev entiv e medical work, to 
be carried on rightly , should better be 
conducted by the state.”

Harv ard ’s Presid en t Say s It Sh o u ld 
Train Yo u th to Search Fo r Tru th . 
President Charles W. Eliot of Har­ 
v ard recently told the Friday Ev ening 
club In the Ly ceum theater, Morris­ 
town, N. J., he thought American uni­ 
v ersities should train the y oung for a 
great v ariety of professions. Of late, 
Dr. Eliot said, so many new profes­ 
sions hav e sprung up that It requires 
considerable thought on the part of 
educators to keep up with them. 
The American univ ersity , he said, 
cov ers more professions than those of 
any other country , but the main pur­ 
pose of the true univ ersity Is to train 
y oung men to search after the truth. 
“ One for all, all for one,” should be 
the motto of the true univ ersity , he 
said.

Youn g Turks party in full power, there 


will be a rehabilitation of the relation s i 
with the coun tries of the world an dj 
opportun ity offered for a more satis ! 
factory treatmen t of the mission ary ! 
question , which has been a trouble­ 
some on e, an d which on man y occas­ 
ion s has led to diplomatic represen ta­ 
tion s to the Turkish govern men t from 
the state departmen t 
In man y little 
thin gs, which in the aggregate are 
con siderable, the admin istration of the 
Youn g Turks govern men t has been very 
satisfactory to the state departmen t 
An n oyan ces 
affectin g 
travelers 
in 
Turkey , irritatin g question s touchin g 
the Armen ian s an d those of n aturaliza­ 
tion ha^e disappeared an d in other 
ways a more liberal application of the 
local an d gen eral laws has previled. 
Accordin g to 
promin en t diplomatic 
view, Turkey is n ot in a position war­ 
ran tin g the establishmen t of a full 
fledged republic an d better results may 
be obtain ed by a con tin uation of the 
presen t form of govern men t, with an 
In telligen t, con scien tious, hon est man 
at the helm of state. 
It was a very sen sible decision , the 
view was ex pressed, that the n ew gov­ 
ern men t adopted in n ot puttin g Abdul 
Hamid to death. 
To ex ecute him 
would have been a relic of barbarism, 
which the Youn g Turks have thus 
happily avoided. 
By their decision , 
they have raised themselves in the 
public estimation an d con stitution al 
govern men t has had a practical demon ­ 
stration in that the life of a human 
bein g has n ot been taken without trial. 
Whether the chan ged con dition s in 
Turkey will have an y bearin g direct or 
in direct on the gen eral question of the 
balan ce of power in Europe is regard­ 
ed as a mooted on e. 
This must be 
govern ed by the future con duct of af­ 
fairs there. 


New Use For Oil. 
An other use for oil, practically an 
en tirely n ew method of the employ­ 
men t of oil, is the use made of it by 
stock raisers. Of late y ears the value 
of prickly pear or cactus as a stock 
food has become kn own , the on ly ob 
stacle to its greedy con sumption by 
cattle bein g the spin es or n eedles In 
the cactus. These can be easily re­ 
moved by burn in g them off. which is 
don e with the use of oil an d a special 
apparatus which Is said to effectually 
do the work. As cactus is kn own to be 
n early all water, the in troduction of it 
as a stock food in arid an d semiarid 
region s mean s much to the stockmen 
of those section s. Thus oil en ters an 
en tirely n ew field of In dustrial eco'JV 
omy.
